The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The groupings outlined above lack unity a priori as there is no subject matter common to 

all groups. Likewise, the different processes are not specially adapted for the various 

product/composition claims in that the processes do not inherently result in the product. The 
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process claims introduce various structural features not accounted for in the product claims like 
chirality, diameter, etc. 

Given the complexity of the restriction requirement, a telephone election was not 
attempted.
